never  give  their  Saviour?  What  lesson  can  the 
prosperous  Baptists  of  the  South  gain  from  this 
Incident?  Dear  reader,  what  lesson  has  this  in¬ 
cident  for  you?  Have  you  made  a  sacrificial  gift 
to  Foreign  Missions  in  order  that  the  millions 
who  are  living,  sinning,  suffering,  dying  without 
a  knowledge  of  the  Saviour;  may  have  the  gospel 
of  salvation?

Here,  then,  Is  the  only  possible  and  reasonable 
method  of  caknparinon.  Estimate  ail  that  we 
spend  of  every;  sort,  site  and  description  for  the 
salvation  and  religious  instruction,  for  the  com¬ 
fort  and  blessihg  of  our  own  people,  and  put  over 
against  that  immense  and  staggering  sum  the 
pittance,  the  njiserable  pittance  which  we  offer  to 
be  used  for  giving  the  gospel  to  hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  millions  of  people  who  have  no  Ood 
and  no  Christ.; 

Figures,  alas,  mean  little  for  the  typical  read 
er.  Yet  we  venture  to  print  a  few.  Continuing 
this  comparison  of  our  work  in  China,  Just  one 
of  the  eight  cquntrles  in  which  the  Foreign  lloard 
is  working,  let  it  be  noted  that  we  spent  In  the 
last  Convention  year  <330,000  In  giving  the  gospel 
to  four  hundred  millions  of  Chrlstless  people, 
while  among  the  thirty  millions  of  Christianised 
people  In  tbq  Southern  Baptist  Convention  we 
spent  silted!  millions  of  dollars  for  the  same 
purpose.  To  state  It  in  another  way  we  spent 
forty-live  times  as  much  for  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  in  a  Christian  land  of  thirty  millions 
people  as  we 1  spent  In  this  pagan  land  of  four 
hundred  millions.  And  in  this  Is  not  included 
vast  sums  We  are  spending  on  our  Christian 
schools. 

In  this  day  when  the  whole  rdund  world  Is 
open  to  us,  id  this  time  when  the  minds  of  men 
are  more  alert  than  ever  before.  In  this  hour 
when  we  mutt  think  imperially,  in  terms  not  of 
our  neighborhood  merely,  not  even  of  our  state 
and  section,  hay  not  even  of  opr  own  land,  but 
of  all  the  wide,  wide  world,  we  must  take  the 
veil  from  ouf  eyes.  We  must  see  as  we  have 
never  seen  before  this  vast  procession  of  Chrls¬ 
tless  people  parching  on  past  us  Into  the  dark-

"1  became  Interested  in  Roger  Williams,  I  might 
say,  through  accident.  Some  years  ago  1  was 
asked  to  deliver  several  public  lectures  in  this 
city  and  elsewhere  and  1  chose  as  my  subject. 

The  Development  of  Religious  Liberty  in  the 
United  8tates.  In  studying  the  subject  I  natural¬ 
ly  became  interested  to  study  the  life  and  writ¬ 
ings  of  the  first  apostle  of  religious  liberty  in  the 
United  States — Roger  Williams.  I  saw  very 
clearly  that  the  enmities  he  aroused  In  contend¬ 
ing  for  his  great  principle  were  portrayed  by  con¬ 
temporary  Puritan  historians,  and  that  conse¬ 
quently  they  gave  an  oblique  and  prejudiced  view 
of  this  great  man  and  of  his  ideals  and  his  pur¬ 
poses.  Like  all  great  reformers  who  see  far  in 
advance  of  their  times  he  was  misrepresented  by 
his  contemporaries,  and  subsequent  historians 
naturally  took  their  view  and  their  estimate  of  this 
great  man  from  the  contemporary  historians.  , 

"Like  all  prophets,  he  sow  far  ahead  of  his 
time.  His  style  and  his  writings  were  such  that 
there  are  frequent  sentences  and  expressions  that 
remind  you  of  Shakespeare  and  of  Milton — they 
are  certainly  as  pregnant,  many  of  his  sentences, 
as  those  of  the  great  masters  and  geniuses  of  the 
English  language.  He  was  to  my  mind  the  very 
logic  of  the  spirit  that  produced  Puritanism,  but 
a  logic  which  the  Puritans  did  not  follow  out. 

He  believed  in  absolute  freedom;  in  liberty,  civil 
and  religious,  and  that  the  one  should  not  dom¬ 
inate  or  be  the  slave  of  the  other.  Because  of 
that  dominance  the  union  of  church  and  state  has 
subjected  the  world  to  endless  strife,  persecution, 
sorrow  and  suffering.  It  is  to  his  imperishable 
glory  that  he  was  the  first  man  in  all  Christendom, 
yes,  in  all  the  world,  who  founded  a  political  com¬ 
munity  with  church  and  'state  separated.  He 
laid  the  basic  foundation  of  the  American  system 
of  a  free  church  in  a  free  state.

"When  he  founded  his  little  •  community  In 
Providence  the  persecuted  for  'conscience1  sake' 
turned  to  it  as  a  haven  where  they  might  live  in 
peace  with  Ood  and  man;  and  the  Quakers  and 
others  began  to  flock  there.  The  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony  appealed  to  him  to  cast  out  these 
people,  and  his  answer  was,  'We  have  no  laws  In 
this  colony  for  punishing  people  because  of  their 
religion,  so  long  as  they  conduct  themselves  prop¬ 
erly  in  all  civil  things.'  But  the  Bay  Colony 
did  not  stop  there.  They  instituted  a  boycott 
against  this  little  colony,  which  meant  infinitely 
more  than  a  boycott  could  possibly  mean  In  our 
day.  Here  was  this  little  struggling  isolated  com¬ 
munity  with  the  neighboring  peoples  against  It, 
yet  he  never  weakened,  never  compromised  his 
great  principle  for  any  comfort  or  happiness  or 
even  peace,  which  ho.  could  so  readily  have  ob¬ 
tained  by  making  a  partial  compromise. 

“If  I  were  asked  to  select  from  all  the  great 
men  who  have  left  their  impress  upon  this  con¬ 
tinent  from  the  days  that  the  Puritan  Pilgrims  set 
foot  on  Plymouth  Rock,  until  the  time  when  only 
a  few  days  ago  we  laid  to  rest  the  greatest  Ameri¬ 
can  In  our  generation— Theodore  Roosevelt;  if  I 
were  asked  whom  to  hold  before  the  American 
people  and  the  world  to  typify  the  American 
spirit  of  fairness,  of  freedom,  of  liberty  in  church 
and  state.  I  would  without  any  hesitation  select 
that  great  prophet  who  established  the  first  politi¬ 
cal  community  on  the  basis  of  a  free  church  in  a 
free  state,  the  great  and  Immortal  Roger  Williams. 

“He  became  a  Baptist,  or  as  they  were  then 
called  Anabaptist,  because  to  his  spirit  and  ideals 
the  Baptist  faith  approached  nearer  than  any  Pastor  W.  K.  Farr  had  the  Joy  re. «-nUy  of 
other — a  community  and  a  church  which  is  fam-  Using  his  soo.

ous  for  never  having  stained  its  hands  with  the  Is  praying  that  Ood  will  call  him  to  ynedi 
blood  of  persecutors. 

“I  am  very  gratified  and  happy  to  know  that 
you  now  contemplate  a  monument  to  this  our 
earliest  and  greatest  prophet  of  liberty,  the  pio¬ 
neer  and  the  founder  of  the  American  system  of  a 
free  church  In  a  free  state.  May  the  spirit  of 
Roger  Williams  and  the  example  of  the  United 


States  be  a  beacon  light  to  the  new  nations  about 
to  be  carved  ont  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  and  the 
Autocracies  'of  Central  Europe,  and  nay  Ussp 
never  forget  that  religions  liberty  la  mmmOal  to 
civil  liberty  and  that  every  proscription  based 
upon  IU  denial  is  no  lass  la  conflict  with  ten*  r* 
ligion  than  with  tens  lissoorrscy  *

He  la 
not  condemned  because  be  Is  rich.  He  is  not 
spoken  ot  as  unjust  to  others  or  as  uncommonly 
cruel  to  the  poor,  buj  he  was  In  for  having  a 
good  time  and  having  It  now.  Hls  mistake  and 
sin  appear  under  the  kind  rebuke  of  Abraham 
afterward  who  said  "Son,  remember  that  In  thy 
life  time  thou  host  thy  good  things  and  Lazarus 
hls  evil  things.  Now  be  Is  comforted  and  thou  art 
tormented.”  The  rich  man  had  had  hls  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  bad  made  bis  choice.  He  had  made 
hls  bed  and  he  must  lie  on  It.  He  had  sold  the 
future  for  the  present,  and  now  It  was  Irre¬ 
coverable.  He  had  had  an  opportunity  to  sell  the 
present  and  buy  the  future  but  he  failed.  The 
present  was  alluring.  The  flesh  was  too  strong 
for  the  spirit  and  he  sold  out.  If  there  are  rich 
people  In  hell,  it  Is  not  simply  because  they  were 
rich.  It  Is  because  they  failed  to  utlitze  what 
they  had  In  a  way  to  secure  the  blessings  of 
the  coming  age.  Paul  urges  Timothy  to  charge 
the  rich  "that  they  do  good,  that  they  be  rich 
In  good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to 
communicate;  laying  up  In  store  for  themselves 
a  good  foundation  against  the  time  to  come,  that 
they  may  lay  hold  on  eternal  life. 

There  Is  room  and  need  for  caution  right  here 
even  In  the  work  of  our  churches.  For  long 
the  mission  of  the  church  was  almost  wholly 
a  spirltiual  ministry  and  the  comfort  and  care 
of  men's  bodies,  their  temporal  Interests  hardly 
entered  our  .minds  or  our  plans.  It  was  thought 
that  It  was  almost  the  exclusive  business  of  a 
church  to  prepare  men  for  the  other  world.  To 
save  men  meant  to  bring  them  to  personal  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  Jesus  and  to  rejoice  In  a  hope  of 
heaven.  We  overlooked  those  passages  which

SELLING  THE  FUTURE 


Time  Is  a  commercial  commodity  Just  as  cotton 
Is.  It  can  be  bought  and  sold  like  any  other 
commodity.  Indeed  it  Is  the  basis  of  value  in  all 
exchange  both  of  labor  and  capital.  It  Is  the 
measure  of  value  In  every  thing  that  Is  produced. 
Labor  is  paid  for  the  time  spent  In  it  and  cap¬ 
ital  In  the  last  analsls  has  Its  value  based  on  the 
time  It  took  to  produce  it- or  the  time  It  would 
take  to  reproduce  It.  Men  do  not  always  realize 
it,  but  time  Is  not  only  the  measure  of  value  in 
all  commodities  but  Is  itself  the  most  valueable 
of  all  commodities.  Men  often  fritter  It  away 
In  thoughtlessness  and  lose  it  by  carelessness. 
Time  that  Is  past  Is  beyond  our  Influence  or  con¬ 
trol.  We  cannot  change  that  which  has  been 
done,  but  we  do  have  power  over  the  present 
and  the  future.  We  may  do  with  that  as  we 
will.  We  may  use  the  present  to  influence  the 
future,  or  we  may  sell  the  future  to  the  present. 
To  employ  the  present  to  make  It  serve  the  fu¬ 
ture  Is  always  good  business.  To  sell  the  future 
for  the  benefit  or  gratification  of  the  present 
Is  a  form  of  suicide.  It  Is  a  murder  of  the  un¬ 
born.  It  Is  to  destroy  the  seeds  of  hope,  of  pros¬ 
perity  or  comfort.  Prosperity  Is  always  condi¬ 
tioned  on  using  the  present  with  an  eye  on  the 
future,  or  selling  the  present  to  the  future. 
More  ot  material  and  Intellectual  and  spiritual 
poverty  Is  caused  by  selling  or  sacrificing  the 
future  to  the  present  than  by  any  other  one 
thing.  Paud  urges  that  we  buy  up  the  time,  uti¬ 
lize  the  moments  as  they  come,  looking  to  the 
value  of  time  In  the  days  ahead. 

There  are  many  people  who  are  selling  the 
present  for  the  benefit  of  the  future  whose 
plans  do  not  go  far  enough  Into  the  future.  They 
are  those  of  whom  Peter  says  "they  cannot  see 
afar  off."  They  are  wise  to  a  certain  degree, 
but  their  vision  does  not  go  far  enough.  To 
this  class  belonged  the  man  of  whom  Jesus  said 
that  he  had  "much  goods  laid  up  In  store  for 
many  years,"  but  whom  God  called  a  "fool"  be¬ 
cause  be  did  not  see  quite  far  enough.

lAst  week  I  worked  tw  o  days  trying  to  get 
up  a  complete  mailing  list  of  the  pastors  of  our 
state.  This  is  difficult  to  accomplish,  but  1  hope 
my  list  is  complete,  and  that  my  letter  reached 
all  of  the  pastors. 

For  fear  that  I  missed  some  1  wish  to  take 
this  means  of  saying  that  the  twofold  request 
was  that  the  pastors  urge  their  members  to 
purchase  one  or  more  Victory  Bonds  to  be  given 
to  the  Hospital  campaign,  and  that  the  pastors 
send  out  well  chosen  committees  to  take  the 
names  of  those  who  would  agree  to  give  one  or 
more  bonds  to  the  Hospital. 

I  am  sure  that  the  people  hare  many  calls  for 
these  Bonds,  but  I  am  equally  sure  that  God's 
cause  calls  for  some  of  them  to  be  applied  to 
this  specific  ministry,  the  ministry  of  healing. 

The  return  cards  are  coming  to  me  on  each 
delivery.  Let  them  all  be  returned  promptly 
whether  you  can  co-operate  or  not.  I  hope,  how¬ 
ever  that  you  will  co-operate.  This  thing  ought 
to  be  100  per  cent.  I  know  that  many  of  our 
churches  are  on  the  budget  plan,  and  I  sincerely 
wish  that  all  were,  but  It  I  understand  the  sys¬ 
tem,  It  la  not  supposed  to  preclude  the  special 
campaigns  which  are  endorsed  by  the  conven¬ 
tion. 

I  am  waging  this  campaign  on  Baptist  prin¬ 
ciples  which  are  Bible  principles,  and  I  conclude 
that  the  Hospital  campaign  has  a  claim  on  every 
Individual  who  Is  a  membef  of  a  Baptist  church 
co-operating  with  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  except  those  Individuals  who  are  objects 
of  charity.  They  are  exempt. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the.  budget  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  this  campaign. 
Every  dollar  that  Is  given  through  the  budget 
Is  specifically  for  charity  work,  and  If  your 
church  were  giving  through  the  budget  to  the 
Hospital  $BOOO.O  0a  year,  not  a  dollar  of  It  could 
bo  applied  on  either  the  debt  or  .the  new  addi¬ 
tions.  Tour  Hospital  Board  expects  me  to  make 
this  matter  plain  and  I  am  trying  to  do  IL 
I  know  that  conditions  render  It  wise  to  em¬ 
phasize  different  phases  of  the  work  at  different 
times,  but  I  hope  that  every  pastor  In  the  con¬ 
vention  will  at  some  time  during  the  year  either 
have  me  visit  his  church  or  better  still,  lead  his 
church  to  share  In  this  special  campaign. 

I  can  not  possibly  visit  every  church  In  the 
convention  within  one  year's  time,  and  1  hope 
many  of  the  pastors  will  catch  the  community 
spirit',  figure  out  a  reasonable  quota,  raise  It  with 
local  forces -and  mall  the  check  to  me. 
Chalybeate;  ElU-  I  believe  that  several  of  the  pastors  will  do 


Please  Remember  that  May  and  June  are  edu¬ 
cational  Months.  By  this  we  mean  that  ac¬ 
cording  to  our  Baptist  program  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation  haf  the  right  of  way  in  all  of  the  churches 
over  every  other  cause  we  foster.  For  the  past 
three  months  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  have 
been  the  topic  of  paramount  Interest.  Much 
of  the  miftey  raised  during  these  months  will 
be  used  It  the  interest  of  Christian  Education  In 
ths  mohnialnk  and  In  foreign  lands.  Now,  for  the 
next  two  months  we  are  to  turn  our  attention 
to  the  Ctrlstlan  schools  of  our  own  State.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  J 
FIVE. 

WHAT  IT  MEANS.  STATED  IN  A  FEW  WORDS. 

(By  E.  D.  Burton.  D.D.) 

As  a  denomination  we  are  confronted  with  op¬ 
portunities  and  responsibilities  of  such  magni¬ 
tude  that  we  must  have  more  effective  Instrumen¬ 
talities  for  securing  the  means  with  which  to  do 
our  larger  work.  We  regret  the  necessity  of  dis¬ 
cussing  machinery  at  this  time,  but  our  situation 
Is  such  that  we  cannot  avoid  It  We  cannot  go 
forward  as  things  are.  It  Is  hoped  that  the  dis¬ 
cussion  may  be  so  full  and  open  before  we  come 
to  Denver  that  we  can  then  give  our  whole 
thought  to  the  need  of  the  world  and  our  In¬ 
spiring  opportunities. 

If  the  proposals  of  the  committee  are  adopted — 
First,  every  year  the  work  of  the  whole  denom¬ 
ination  will  be  prayerfully,  thoughtfully.'  fully 
considered  by  a  General  Board  of  Promotion  con¬ 
sisting  of  140  members  of  the  denomination,  rep¬ 
resenting  every  state  In  our  territory  and  every 
department  of  our  work.  This  representative 
body  will  propose  to  the  denomination  a  policy 
for  the  coming  year  and  a  budget  for  carrying  It 
out  * 

Second,  the  task  of  raising  money  for  all  the 
societies  and  boards  associated  with  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention.  Instead  of  being  carried  on 
separately  or  cooperatively  by  these  several  so¬ 
cieties  and  boards,  will  be  undertaken  by  one 
standing  committee  of  the  denomination — to  be 
called  the  administrative  committee  of  the  General 
Board  of  Promotion.  This  committee  of  twenty- 
three,  consisting  largely  of  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  and  societies  for  which  money  Is 
to  be  raised,  will  be  a  sort  of  united  home  depart¬ 
ment,  and  will  also  take  the  place  of  the  tempo- 
ray  Laymen's  Committee.  It  will  be  divided  into 
necessary  departments,  and  having  the  whole  de¬ 
nomination  to  choose  from  will  assign  each 
specific  kind  of  work  to  men  and  women  special¬ 
ly  fitted  for  it 

Third,  all  our  existing  societies  and  boards  be¬ 
ing  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  raising  money, 
will  give  their  whole  energy  to  the  work  for 
which  they  were  severally  created. 

Fourth,  every  state  convention  will  be  asked 
to  become  the  representative  In  Its  territory  of  the 
Northern  Baptlet  »  Convention,  and  through  a 
state  board  appointed  by  the  convention  to  raise 
the  money  not  only  for  Its  own  state  work,  but 
for  all  the  societies  and  boards  associated  with 
the  Northern  Baptist  Convention.  Rivalry  has  in 
recent  years  given  place  to  friendly  co-operation; 
now  It  is  proposed  that  friendly  co-operation  shall 
become  actual  partnership. 

Fifth,  the  standard  city  mission  societies  will 
come  into  a  relation  .to  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention  similar  to  that  proposed  for  the  state 
conventions. 

8lxth,  the  women  of  the  denomination,  whose 
efficiency  and  seal  have  long  been  evident,  but 
have  not  received  due  recognition,  are  to  be  given 
larger  place  In  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
denomination.

W.  H.  Knight 
who  takes  his  Th.  Dd.  degree  this  year,  has  been 
given  the  chair  of  Missions.  Dr.  J.  W.  Crowder 
has  been  made  secretary  of  extension  course  de¬ 
partment.  in  which  the  Seminary  hopes  to  enlist 
hundreds  of  students  who  may  not  be  able  to 
come  here  for  their  work.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  Seminary  to  give  this  course  free,  and  to  en¬ 
large  Its  usefulness  and  scope. 

Dr.  Allen  Fort  delivered  an  Inspiring  and  In¬ 
structive  message  on  April  14th,  on  expository  * 
preaching.  Dr.  McGlothlln  stirred  our  hearts 
with  an  Instructive  address  on  Baptist  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  the  Call  of  the  Hour  a  few  days  ago. 

Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  closed  a  series  of  evangelistic 
services  here  last  night  He  brought  us  some 
wonderful  messages  an  1  many  souls  were  saved; 
several  additions  to  the  church  by  baptism,  re¬ 
clamation  and  letter  and  all  Christians  were  re¬ 
vived-  and  edified.  On  Friday  morning  he  was 
Joined  by  Dr.  George  Truett  who  dellved  our  Mis¬ 
sionary  address.

THE  PROPOSED  WORM)  CHURCH 
UNION— IS  IT  OF  GOD  OR  MANT 

(Synopsis  of  an  address  by  Dr.  James  M.  Gray, 
Dean  of  The  Moody  Bible  Institute  of  Chicago, 
before  the  Graduating  Claas,  April  17,  1919.) 

Dr.  Gray  said  that  his  address  was  based  upon 
the  newspaper  reports  of  certain  regional  con¬ 
ferences  now  being  held  for  the  promitlon  of  a 
World  Church  union  or  an  Inter-Church  World 
movement 

It  was  proposed  to  organise  a  League  of 
Churches  as  the  result  of  the  war,  and  he  asked 
what  churches  are  to  be  Included  In  the  League? 

“Three  Protestant  Episcopal  bishops,"  he  said 
“are  now  across  the  seas  seeking  a  conference  on 
unity  between  the  Russian  Greek  and  Roman 
Catholic  churches,  and  the  Prqtestant  churches 
of  the  world  and  although  the  Pope  politely  bow¬ 
ed  them  out  of  his  presence,  yet  the  movement  is 
significant  as  the  first  time  since  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII  when  Protestant  btshope  have  waited 
upon  the  Pope. 

“Here  we  may  see  a  prophecy  in  process  of  ful¬ 
fillment,  for  not  only  Is  a  league  of  nations  re¬ 
vealed  In  prophecy  whose  head  Is  designated  as  a 
secular  despot,  but  side  by  side  with  him  is  an 
ecclesiastical  head  who  exercises  his  authority. 

“It  might  be  said  that  the  regional  conferences 
were  not  thinking  of  a  anion  with  the  Roman 
and  Greek  churches,  but  only  one  of  the  Pro-' 
testant  churches,  but  even  in  that  case  the  re- 
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cent  war  |  Illustrated  the  kind  of  a  union  which 
It  might  pe  when  the  Knights  of  Columbus  on  the 
one  hand  .and  the'Y.  M.  C.  A.  on  the  other  con¬ 
trolled  the  entire  field.  However  such  unionizing 
of  religious  activities  may  have  been  justified  by 
war  conditions,  it  was  nevertheless  a  body  blow 
to  evangelical;  Christianity  and  an  injury  to  the 
spiritual  ipforcsts  of  our  fighting  men.’’ 

Dr.  GraV  referred  further  to  the  reported  declar¬ 
ation  of  the  promoters  of  World  Church  union 
that  the  spirit  of  co-operation  was  in  the  air  so 
that  “sectarianism  and  the  accompanying  bigotry 
which  It  engenders  will  not  be  tolerated.” 

"I  do  n)t  believe  In  bigotry,”  he  said,  “and 
with  grief  1  am  bound  to  admit  that  sectarian 
quarrels  hive  produced  bitterness,  wrath,  anger, 
clamor  am  evil-speaking,  but  still  It  Is  true  that 
devotion  t4  and  promotion  of  the  tenets  and  in¬ 
terests  of  4  denomination  of  Christians  is  a  good 
and  necessiLry  thing  In  this  age,  when  the  tenets 
and  interests  are  In  harmony  with  the  word  of 
Qod.” 

He  then  |vent  on  to  show  that  there  was  a  tlmo 
in  the  hlstbry  of  the  churrh  in  tills  country  when 
had  It  no|  been  for  the  Evangelical  Adventists 
the  testimony  to  the  coming  of  Christ  would  have 
suffered  aa  eclipse.  lie.  also  showed  that  the 
H&ptist  testimony  to  the  ordinance  from  which 
that  denomination  took  Its  name  has  been  a  prom¬ 
inent  factor  In  restraining  Christian  apostasy. 
He  referred-  in  the  same  way  'tO  -Mio  principle  of 
iudepencleijcy  as  established  by  the  Congrega- 
tionallsta  on  the  one  hand  and  that  of  Episcopacy 
as  represented  by  the  Anglican  church  on  the 
other.  “Silence  the  testimony  of  any  of  these 
distinctive  |  denominations  of  Protestantism  and 
the’  spiritual  Interests  of  the  whole  church,  would 
suffer.

"They  tell 
us  that  we  jare  j  In  a  new  world  today  and  that 
the  church  mueft  adapt  Itself  to  new  conditions, 
but  It  Is  the  ^'fmc  old  world  in  reality  which 


E 
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is  only  trying  to  get  a  new  grip  on  itself.  81n 
has  not  weakened  Its  hold  upon  humanity  and 
no  new  remedy  has  been  found  to  dispose  of  it 

“The  claim  of  the  advocates  of  union  that  the 
church  is  failing  to  function  because  its  member¬ 
ship  Is  absorbed  in  the  salvation  of  their  own 
souls  while  the  world  gdea  to  the  devil,  has  been 
effectively  answered  by  Dr.  Andrew  Gillies  in  the 
Christian  Advocate,  who  shows  that  the  very  op¬ 
posite  Is  true.  For  more  than  one  decade  there 
has  been  a  steady  change  of  emphasis  In  the 
church  from  the  salvation  of  thrf  individual  to  the 
salvation  of  society,  and  the  danger  Is,  as  the 
writer  above  quoted  says,  that  the  churches  shall 
become  mere  agents  of  social  service,  ‘ethical 
asylums,*  instead  of  homes  tn  which  souls  are 
born  Into  a  newness  of  life.” 

Dr.  Gray  Bald  further  that  the  theory  that  the 
church  must  go  into  politics  and  socialism  was 
not  attractive  to  .the  masses,  but  tbc  very  oppo¬ 
site.  “The  masses  are  coming  to  believe  that  the 
church  is  encroaching  on  the  prerogatives  of  the 
state,”  he  said,  "and  as  a  Southern  preacher  puts 
It,  ‘The  church  Is  endeavoring  to  enact  into  laws 
such  Ideals  of  modality  and  social  reforms  y  she 
has  been  unable  to  Inscribe  on  the  tablets  of  the 
li u man  heart  She  is  endeavoring  to  enforce  by 
the  strong  arm  of  the  government  what  she  has 
failed  to  accomplish  by  moral  suasion.’  For  this 
reason  the  masses  are  murmuring  against  the: 
Church  and  beginning  to  demand  Its  aboltion. 
and  its  hope  lies  in  Its  return  to  the  Gospel  and 
the  simple  ways  of  saving  men." 

In  closing  Dr.  Gray  showed  from  the  Scriptures 
that  Christian  union  had  already  been  made  be¬ 
tween  true  believers  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  the 
duty  devolving  upon  them  was  simply  to  keep  it 
In  the  spirit  of  love  and  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

"In  all  this  present  agitation  for  World 
Church  union,”  said  Dr.  Gray.  "It  has  been  left 
for  the  Baltimore  Sun  a  secular  newspaper  to 
utter  the  truest  word  that  I  have  read  when  it 
said  editorially  ‘The  principles  of  the  Christian 
religion  are  essential  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of 
the  world,  but  If  they  are  to  prevail  the  churches 
themselves  must  be  reconstructed,  not  In  creeds, 
but  in  spirit  and  in  life.  The  only  thing  neces¬ 
sary  is  that  they  should  co-operate  In  Christian 
work  as  brethren. 

“Doctrinal  agreements  and  church  federations 
are  obstacles  In  the  way  of  the  divine  purpose  In 
this  matter  because  they  so  closely  resemble  the 
real  article  that  they  prevent  It  from  receiving  Its 
proper  recognition. 

"As  men  and  neighbors,  as  those  of  one  blood 
and  of  one  kin,’’  said  Dr.  Gray,  “let  us  do  all 
that  we  can  legitimately  do  to  reform  the  city 
and  the  state  and  to  promote  International  moral¬ 
ity  and  world  peace,  but  when  it  coiffes  to  the 
formation  of  a  World  Churrh  union  to  promote 
such  things  Important  as  they  are,  let  us  beware 
that  we  arc  not  found  flghttpg  against  God,  be¬ 
traying  tbc  Ix>rd  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver  and 
selling  our  birthright  for  a  mess  of  .pottage.”

which  includes  every  other  cause  to  which  you 
give  a  dollar,  gives  this  cause  a  claim  upas  you 
which  no  other  single  causa  con  have.  The  mousy 
which  you  give  to  Foreign  Missions  mast  aopply 
evangelism,  education,  medical  service,  and  sir 
other  Christian  service  to  the  preponderating  mil 
lions  in  heathen  and  papal  lands  when  those  Is 
such  need  as  no  eyes  which  have  looked  only  on 
our  own  country  have  ever  seen  |f  human  ala 
and  human  suffering  and  human  Ignorance  lay 
any  claim  upon  Christian  beaevotonos  then  For¬ 
eign  Missions  which .  combines  all  throe  snakes 
the  largest  claim.

SOME  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  following  recommendations  were  made  at 
our  State  Meeting.  They  are  worthy  of  your 
thoughtful  consideration: 

Realizing  that  the  plans  of  our  8tate  Board  ate 
being  propagated  more  and  more  along  county , 
rather  than  associatlonal  lines;  and  realizing  that 
the  more  workers  we’ have  the  better  Is  the  work  a 
accomplished;  therefore  be  It  recommended. 

That  each  county  be  considered  a  unit  of  organ¬ 
ization.  That  some  sister  in  each  couuty  be 
elected  to  have  the  oversight  of  theJV.  M.  U. 
work  in  her  county.  That  her  duties  be  the  same 
os  those  of  the  Associatlonal  Superintendent. 
That  she  make  a  report  of  her  work  to  her  Dis¬ 
trict  Vice-President.  That  she  shall  be  known 
as  County  Field  Worker,  That  one  Rally  Day 
shall  be  held  In  each  county  during  the  fiscal 
year  with  the  County  Field  Worker  In  charge, 
assisted  by  Superintendent  of  her  Association. 

Be  It  further  recommended:  That  each  Super¬ 
intendent  have  the  over-sight  of  her  entire  As¬ 
sociation'.  That  the  Association  meeting  be  car¬ 
ried  on  as  usual  under  the  superintendent  assisted 
by  her  County  Field  Workers.  That  the  super¬ 
intendent  and  all  the  assoclatonal  Held  workers 
constitute  an  associatlonal  executive  committee, 
same  fo  be  called  together  quartely  by  the  super¬ 
intendent 

The  above  recommendations  are  Intended  *to 
help  those  Associations  that  embrace  several  coun¬ 
ties  or  parts  of  counties.  Of  course  where  the 
associatlonal  lines  and  the  county  lines  are  one 
and  the  same,  the  above  does  not  apply.  (How¬ 
ever,  all  associations  so  defined  will  do  better 
work  by  dividing  Into  districts  with  a  Field 
Worker  over  each.) 

The  reason  these  Held  workers  are  requested  to 
make  reports  to  district  vice-presidents  rather 
than  associatlonal  superintendents  is  because  of 
the  fact  that  parts  of  some  counties  now  belong 
to  several  associations. 

We  trust  these  recommendations  which  were 
adopted  at  our  state  meeting  will  be  carefully 
considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  your  local  so¬ 
ciety;  and  that  you  will  aid  your  superintendent 
in  finding  these  field  workers.
